However long the French may 
hold out on milk drinking, the rest 
of the world seems to be coming 
to it. The increasing appearances 
of milk-vending machines at gaso­ 
line stations, b u s ‘stops, factories, 
offices, and other places, including 
the White House, the Department 
of Agriculture and the cloakrooms 
of the House of Representatives, 
are stepping up the already high 
liquid milk consumption of Ameri­ 
cans—about three quarts a person 
per week. At the same time the 
Food and Agriculture Organization 
of the United Nations, in co-opera­ 
tion with governments of 
other 
countries, is seeking to increase 
milk drinking elsewhere. 
The two approaches differ. This 
country has a surplus of milk, es­ 
pecially in sum m er when cows give 
more milk. Hence the dairy indus­ 
try and the department of Agri­ 
culture are eager to see thc milk 
m arket extended. Milk bought at 
vending machines is generally an 
extra. In 1954, sales from about 
16.000 now in c e ra tio n were esti­ 
m ated at $22,500,000. However, in 
many other countries the problem 
is not to make people “ milk cons-1 
cious,” but to make milk available 
at prices they can pay. One means 1 
proposed for doing this is the “ ton­ 
ing-' of milk, the adding of dried 
skim milk to k>cftlly 
produced 
milk. Co-operative action in build­ 
ing plants for this would benefit1 
both the countries with dried milk J 
to export and those short of milk. 
A worker in an underdeveloped 
country must pay about one-fifth of 
his daily earnings for a quart of 
milk: a worker iii an industrial! 
country, one fiftieth. Growth of the 
milk habit depends more upon the 
machine than upon bossy. —W ash-; 
ington Post.

The new County Extension Law, 
recently passed by the Missouri 
State Legislature and signed by 
Governor Phil M. Donnelly, be­ 
comes effective Jan. 1, 1956. This 
bungs Missouri into line 
with 
most other states as to the type 
of sponsorship for county exten­ 
sion work. This new law will re­ 
place the present law, which pro­ 
vides for a farm organization to 
be the local sponsoring group. 
The new law provides for an 
elected county agricultural exten­ 
sion council. This fall, during Oc­ 
tober and November, the citizens 


cultural extension council of the 
county affected. It further states 
that if the person offered a coun­ 
ty is not satisfactory to the coun­ 
cil, another person will be made 
available to that county. 
The new law changes minimum 
appropriations required by coun­ 
ty courts. However, 
these mini- 
mums will mean little change since 
most counties are already appro­ 
priating as much, or more ,than 
the new minimums.

A weapon against juvenile de­ 
linquency was found in music in 
Denver. A junior police band was

Not one 
has ever appeared in court. Many 
formed “ alumni" bands and dance 
bands to earn their way through 
college. 
Dr. John C. Kendel of the Ameri­ 
can Music Conference estimates

playing instruments and getting in­ 
strum ental music instruction in 
public and parochial schools, as 
well as with private teachers. 
“ Youngsters have been building 
themselves up into the greatest 
audience in the world for classical 
music through participation in the 
school music movement,” says Dr. 
Kendel. He attributes much of the 
growth in sales of classical records 
and the increase in the number of 
symphony orchestras to graduates 
of the school music program.

Before you buy, however, one word of cau­ 
tion. There are many makes of exhaust fans 
on the market which claim all kinds of virtues, 
performance-wise, but a fan that does not bear 
a “Certified Ratings” tag is not always the most 
deoendable fan for the money you pay. Fans 
without this label of dependability are often 
priced far below fans of reliable ratings. 
Don’t be duned into buying a fan of inferior 
quality. Only kitchen exhaust fans that have 
their CFM ratings clearly shown on the “Certi­ 
fied Ratings” tag can be relied upon to be ac­ 
curate. 
Before you go to your appliance dealer, find 
out how much air movement you need for your 
particular kitchen. The Power Fan Manufac­ 
turers’ Association recommends that the air in 
the kitchen be completely changed every two 
or three minutes. In determining size of fan 
needed in your kitchen, simply calculate the 
number of cubic feet in the kitchen and divide 
by the number of air changes desired. For in­ 
stance, a kitchen having 800 cubic feet of space, 
needs a fan rated at 400 cubic feet per minute 
to have a comolete air change every two min­ 
utes. If you do not get a fan correctly rated, 
your exhaust fan will not do you much good, 
since the entire kitchen will not benefit unless 
the fan is measured to the room dimension?.

Before you buy, however, one word of cau­ 
tion. There are many makes of exhaust fans 
on the market which claim all kinds of virtues, 
performance-wise, but a fan that does not bear 
a “Certified Ratings” tag is not always the most 
deoendable fan for the money you pay. Fans 
without this label of dependability are often 
priced far below fans of reliable ratings. 
Don’t be duoed into buying a fan of inferior 
quality. Only kitchen exhaust fans that have 
their CFM ratings cleanly shown on the “Certi­ 
fied Ratings” tag can be relied upon to be ac­ 
curate. 
Before you go to your appliance dealer, find 
out how much air movement you need for your 
particular kitchen. The Power Fan Manufac­ 
turers’ Association recommends that the air in 
the kitchen be completely changed every two 
or three minutes. In determining size of fan 
needed in your kitchen, simply calculate the 
number of cubic feet in the kitchen and divide 
by the number of air changes desired. For in­ 
stance, a kitchen having 800 cubic feet of space, 
needs a fan rated at 400 cubic feet per minute 
to have a complete air change every two min­ 
utes. lf you do not get a fan correctly rated, 
your exhaust fan will not do you much good, 
since the entire kitchen will not benefit unless 
the fan is measured to the room dimensions. 
This is verv imoortaant. Fans not carrying 
“Certified Ratings” tags have not been tested 
according to United States and manufacturers’ 
commercial code standards. 
lf you go ahead and buy any type of exhaust 
fan for your kitchen without this attached sign 
of approval, you will probably pay less initially 
but more in the long run because nine out of ten 
times this type of fan has been over rated or not 
rated at all. with the result that there is no defi­ 
nite indication as to the fan’s air moving capac­ 
ity, and you eventually have to buy another fan 
that will do the required job of ventilating. 
The Certified Ratings tag tells you exactly 
how much air the fan you buy will move so that 
there is no guess work involved, and you get ex­ 
actly what you need without wasting time and 
money.

In m any schools today, parents 
a re n ’t told their children's IQ, or 
intelligence quotient, because it of­ 
ten is m isinterpreted or m ir under­ 
stood. But if the IQ is not reported, 
it still is a subject of m uch paren­ 
tal discussion. 
Intelligence—and even psycholo­ 
gists do not agree on a definition 
of this—is m easured by a variety

G reat care is given to the sclcc’- 
tion of the questions and problem s 
on the test. Then the items are 
given to a large num ber of chil­ 
dren representative of the general 
population. The av erag e perform ­ 
ance for a group of these children,

the test.
